in January. February, on the basis of an 
R. L. Polk & Co. estimate, turned in a total of 160,000 
registrations within the confines of the United States. 
This is a sharp drop from the 215,782 units scored in 
January and puts the month below February a year ago 
when 170,615 units were registered. 

Polk’s estimate is based on returns from 18 states 
modified by reports from 110 leading trade centers in the 
country. The 18 states reporting represent 23.51 per cent 
of the total for the month. In actual figures the states 
reporting showed a total of 35,433 units against 40,064 
in the same states a year ago, a decline of 11.56 per cent. 
It also represented a drop of 25.61 per cent from the

Packard shows an in- 
crease of 3,107 units over last year, although in this case 
the introduction of the 120 model must be taken into con- 
sideration. All along the line in the medium price and 
upper medium price ranges gains in substantial figures 
are registered.

In the lower price field, that is, the race 
Big Three between the Big Three, Chevrolet seems 
in to be getting the lion’s share (see table, 
Whirl page 3). This year, Chevrolet registered 
77,951 units in January, plus 20 states for 
February, as compared with 36,368 in the same states 
during the same period last year. This gives Chevrolet 
a gain of 41,583 units in the figures received to date over 
the figures for the same period a year ago. It may be 
said that the Chevrolet unit gain can be traced to the 
fact that the company was not in full production at this 
time a year ago. But the fact still remains that Chev- 
rolet is leading the field, even topping the Ford total of 
61.740 units in the same states for the same period this 
year. Ford, on the other hand, has not equaled his last 
year’s mark and in the figures reported shows a decline 
of 2,940 units. Plymouth has been moving forward but 
the gain is not so spectacular as registered by some of 
the higher and medium priced units. Plymouth has 
registered 36,703 units against 32,974 last year for a gain 
of 3,729 units.

While reports indicate that used cars are 
Used Car moving at a steadily increasing rate, used 
Stocks car stocks are inclined to hold stationary. 
Remain High This is due to the increased new car busi- 
ness which keeps dealers’ inventories of 
trade-ins at about the same level they were during the 
winter months. Despite this over-supply of used mer- 
chandise the concensus is that the condition is not out 
of line in view of the anticipated demand during the next 
few months. Dealers are confident that the present de- 
mand for used models will continue far into the spring 
and provide an eventual outlet for stocks that now seem 
burdensome. The steadily rising temperatures and con- 
sequent relief from the throttling effects of winter 
weather on car sales has had a markedly stimulating 
effect on sales of both new and used cars, reports from 
all over the country indicate. Many buyers apparently 
were only waiting for the weather to break before carry- 
ing out their intention of obtaining new transportation 
and this trend is expected to continue for at least two 
months, dealers say. In fact, business in general, recent 
reports show, failed to suffer any appreciable setback 
during the sub-zero period of January and February and 
the willingness to buy that characterized those months 
is expected to be many times multiplied in the spring. 
Dealers in widely separated areas seem to share this 
optimism but all are agreed that used car stocks must be 
handled carefully and wisely if they are not to absorb the 
profits of spring selling. Many dealers are carrying over 
their excessive used car stocks from November and 
December and their profit possibilities for the next two 
months dépends entirely on their appraisals in buying 
additional used merchandise. In the south prospects for 
the immediate future are reported to be the brightest in 
years and with a heavy demand for both used and new 
transportation.
